GENERAL OUTLOOK FOR 1939 


Oregon State goes Into the 1939 season with 20 men new to Paoifio 
Coast conference football and minus six regulars. On the Orange grid roster 
for 1939 there are 13 lettermen, the aforementioned 20 striplings and seven 
varsity reserves. 

Gone by graduation are Joe Wendlick and Don Coons ends 5 Presoott 
Hutohins and Otto Soholl, right guards; Jim Orr, oentor; Jay Marcer and 
Holly Holcomb, quarterbaoks; and Hal Higgins, left halfback. Heudliok, 
Coons, Hutohins, Orr, Morcer and Higgins were regulars in 1938, 

On the surfaoo this appears to be a dismal situation, Tlowovor, 
the pioturo looked oven worse at this time in 1938, All tho experts were 
picking tho Orangemen for the conference collar spot. But when tho final 
standings were published last December tho experts found Lon Stiner had 
brought his lads up to third place, thereby turning in the outstanding 
coaching job of the oonferenoe season. 

In 1938 it \vas the backfield that worried Stiner, Ho had lost 
Joe Gray, Elmer Kolberg and Bill Duncan, all regulars. Now it‘s the line 
that presents tho problem. In tho forward wall new men must live up to 
expectations or the Orangemen are in. for a lot of trouble. 

Aftor 30 spring praotioo sessions Stiner and his assistants appear 
anything but pessimistic. Problems still remain to bo ironed out but tho 
Orange headman foels that a groat doal was accomplished last spring and be¬ 
lieves that among tho 20 now mon thoro aro sovoral lads who will play a lot 
of football for Oregon State in 1939. 

By classification the Orango squad is oomposod of the following 
lottormen: Leeds Bailey and Bob Pona, ends; John Hackenbruok, Vio Soars 
and 1 - 3 on Storling, tookloa; Bberlo Schultz and Leonard Younce, guards;

Tamioh, right halfbacks; Jim Kissolburgh and Kenny Dow, fullbacks. 

Varsity reserves: Gordon Ferris and Ray Vandiver, ends; Walt 
Jelsma, taokle; Les Copenhagen and Bob Pollard, guards; Tom Sommorville, 
quarterback and Bob Olson, left halfbaok.

Pritchett and Bill Halvorson, centers; George Peters and John Carlson, 
quarterbacks; Bob Dothman and Gene Gray, loft halfbacks; Don Durdan, right 
halfbaok; Bob MoCallister and Jim Busch, fullbacks. 

On the basis of spring practioc showings a probable starting 
line-up would be composed of Leovioh, loft end. Soars or Hackonbruck, loft 
tackle; Schultz, left guard; Tsoutsouvas, oentor; Younce, right guard; 
Jelsma, right tacklo; Pena, right end; George Peters, quarterback; Olson, 
loft halfbaok; Morrie Kohler, right halfback, and Kissolburgh, fullback, 
Schultz and Kissolburgh should be outstanding. 

Schultz is a two-year lotterman who stands six foot, four inches 
in hoight and weighs 222 pounds. For the past two seasons he has been 
greatly underrated. Ho has played almost sixty minutes of every game and 
it is seldom that yardage is mado through his place in the line. Big and 
powerful, he also is very agile. 

Kissolburgh was the outstanding sophomore back in the conference 
last season. From his fullback position ho oarries the ball and doos most 
of the kicking and passing. Ho also backs up the line on defense. His 
spring practice showing makos his coaches believe he will bo oven bettor in 


the 1939 season 




Their performances to date indicate that most of these forty 
members of the Oregon State squad are either ready to play good Pacific 
Coast conference football now or are no more than one year away. This 
means that the Orango reserve strongfch will bo moro ample this season. 

Oregon State f s schedule is very favorable with all but two con¬ 
ference games either in Corvallis or nearby. The Orangemen meet Idaho, 
Washington State and California at Corvallisj Southern California in 
Portland; Oregon in Eugene; Washington in Seattle; Stanford in Palo Alto 
and U.C.L.A. in Los Angeles. Two post-season gomes take the squad to the 
Hawaiian Islands for the Christmas holidays.

"LON" STINER 

A. L. (Lon) Stiner accomplishod quit© a job in 1938 when ho 
brought what appeared to be a hopoloss tailend football team up to third 
place in the final Paoifio Coast conference standings. It would have 
been a groat feat for a veteran conch. For a lad of only 35 youm the 
accomplishment deserved all the multitude of praise it received as woll 
as the new three-year oontraot and raise in salary whioh was tendered to 
Stiner at the end of the season. 

In tho throe yoars since the round-robin was organized Stiner's 
teams have compiled a record which puts them in fourth plaoe bohind 
California, Washington and Southern California.

Southern California, won 1, 
lost 2 and tied 3; California, won 0, lost 3, tied 0; Stanford, won 1, 
lost 2, tied 1; U.C.L.A., won 0, lost 3, tied 2; Washington, won 3, lost 3, 
tied 0; Washington State, won 3, lost 3, tied Oj Orogon, won 3, lost 3, 
tied 0. 

This totals 11 wins, 19 losses and 6 tios. Tho Orangemen under 
Stinor have yet to score victories over California and U.C.L.A. Orogon 
State leads the Northern Division of tho oonforenco in round-robin games 
played between Northwest teams from 1936 to 1938 with sovon wins, two 
losses and 0 tios, Washington being noxt with 5 wins, 3 lossos and 1 tio. 

Stiner's offense features tho single wingbaok and short punt- 
formation. His teams are perhaps best known for their passing attaoks and 
their stout defenses. Stiner clubs always have a speotacular passing game. 
Opponents can testify to the dofonsive strength of the Stinormen.
